LONDON. 
Aug. IS.—An

firmed dispatch from Stockholm to- 
day reported that an attfcm/t ' had i 
been made during a recent inspec- 
tion of the Russian red army to 
assassinate Leon Trotzky, people's 
commissar 
for war, in the soviet 


government.
